Social Life and Mortuary Featigities in Ite 
Capital. 

The “wake” is as common in Chili as in 
New Orleans or the smaller towns of Ire- 
land, But in Chili the custom is gayer 
than in any other country. It amounts 
almost to a festival, If the dead be a child 
it is creased beautifully, enshrined in flow- 
era and vines, en di with burning 
tapers and syinpathizing frionds bring gifts 
to the bereaved parents, At night the 
house, no matter how humble or how gor- 
geous, is filled as ifat a reception, Quiet 
ganies are played, flirting is indulged with 
greater freedom than on other occasions 
and even dancing takes place after enough 
wine has been drank. The native wines of 
Chiliof the superior brands ave too expensive 
for any but the rich, but cheaper ones are 
imported from London and the Mediterra- 
nean and wine is a4 common with the 
Chilians as water with us, indeed in some 
parte more ao, for water is difficult to get 
in many regions, Bull fights have not 
wholly passed away in Chili, Indian 
games are common; expecially a sort of 
Indian polo, which the Araucanians, who 
take so large a share in the public affairs of 
the country, practice with extraordinary 
skill. 

Social life in Santiago is complex and va- 
ried asin any old European capital. The 
fashions arrive « year later from Paris, but 
are ubjectly followed. Dress is as diversi- 
fied as in any American frontier town, but 
one extrome is of course richer, Only in 
church is there a dead level. No woman 
enters a charch in Chili except ina black 
gown and manta, which is at once veil or 
hood and mantle or shawl, No matter how

TORONTO.

Tononto, Feb, 3.—The mortality returns 
for January ahow unequivocally how scvere 
an epidemic of sickness Toronto has passod 
through in the first month of this year, 

Thore wore no fewer than 427 interments 
in the city cemeterios, and including those 
who died in Torunto and who were buried 
eluewhere the death roll totals 600. 

This ia far higher than in the closing 
month of last year, when the ‘Toronto 
deaths registered were only 300, and more 
than one-half of these were infante. 

Including December last 722 interments 
have taken place in Toronto compared with 
476 in tho same period a twelvemonth ago, 
For the two months this shows the large ine 
crease of 246, 

During the past eight weeks there have 
been « ncore of deaths from typhoid fever 
and 65 from diphtheria. :

Feb, 4.—Sir Morell Mackenzie, 
the eminent physician, died unexpectodly 
wt 10 o'vloolk lout night, 

Sir Morell Mackenzie had suffered from 
bronchitis and asthma following his recent 
attack of influenza, His illness, however, 
it was vonsidered, had taken a favoruble 
course, He was attonded by his brother, 
Hiw death was quito sudden, Only his 
wife Was present when it ocourred, 

Sir Morell Mack to was bora in Leyton- 
stove, Exsox, in 1887, and was educated at 
tho London Hoepital Medical Colloge aud in 
Paria and Vienua, He was the author of 
numerous publications on Laryngologieal 
subjects, aud in particular of a ‘systematic 
treatise in two voluoies on 'Diseasos of the 
Tuvoat and Nose,” which fs acknowledged to 
bo a standard work, 

Dr, Muackensie was also the author of 
“Monographs on Diphtheria and Hay 
Foyer,’ and of av article on “Specialism in 
Medicine,” which appeared in he Fort- 
nightly Roviow in 1885, and which excited 
considerable attention, 

Dr, Mackenzie wasin attendance on Fred- 
erick TJ, German Emperor during the lat- 
tor’s Inst illness and was knighted in 1887, 
Ho publishod fn 1888 “The Fatal Llnows of 
Frederick the Noble,” At the close of that 
yoar he resigned his coijpection with the 
Colloge of Physicians. In 1889 he contribute 
od to The Contemporary Review some es- 
Baysentitiod The Voice in Singing and 
Speaking.” 


PROSPECTS OF IMMIGRATIOM, 


More Demands For Passage Rates Than 
for Yo 


Lonpon, Feb. 4.—Special enquiries show 
that emigration prospects this season are 
excollont. The tenant farmors’ delegates’ 
reports of the bountiful Northwest harvest 
aud the generally hopeful reports from Can- 
ada caused the agents to receive more de- 
mands for passage rates and literature than 
for years past. ‘The hope is expressed that 
the Dominion Government even now will 
take advantage of the promising outlook to 
devise a thorough schome to encourage the 
emigration of the right classes by co-opera- 
tion with Northwest municipalities or 
otherwise, The settloment of the bonus 
system is helpful, but a mere drop in the 
bucket, 

Plimsoll and the Cattle Trade, 

Mr,Samuel Plimsoll is giving some sensa- 
tional evidence before the labor commission 
in connection with the cattle trade, It ie 
arousing w strong tide of public opinion 
against the practice of deck loading, and in 
regard to the bad food alleged to Bo furn- 
ishod to the cattlemen. In reference to in: 
land navigation, Mr. Plimsoll related some 
terrible hardships suffered by the crews of 
Canadinn wood boat schoonera, which he 
ssid were on the authority of some Toronto 
ship owners, The fooling here is ‘hat 
while the Canadians must legislate fer them: 
selves, whon their vessels come to Great 
Britian they must conform to the British 
laws, 

Mr. Plimsoll strongly abused the quarters 
and the feed of the seamen on boar 
of the sevondary or ‘‘tramp” steamers, He 
demands nore efficient inspection, Mr. 
Plimsoll says to-day that he hopes the 
agitation will result in the prohibition of 
the deck loading and that no timber laden 
vessels will be allowed to leave a port till 
the captain recoives an official certificate 
that he carries no deck cargo.

Brooxryyx, N.Y., January al, 1802 
Dr, ‘Talmagé has of late been proaching on 
texte of Soripture that seem to have 
neglected, and here is a seri yn a Deautl 
ful toxt which probably was never before 
cleoted for a discourse, Revelations 83 1 
“There waa silenvd in Heayeu about the 
space of half au hour,’

ven, It is the centre from which all good 
jntluences at itis the goal at which all 
good rosa rive, ‘The Bible representa 


it as active with wheels and wings and 
orchestras and processions mounted or 
charioted. But my text describes space 
when the wheels ceased to ll and the 
to chant, 
reined in 
their chargers. doxologios were hush- 
ed and the processions halted. The hand 
of arrest was put upon all the splendors. 
“Stop Heaven!” cried an omnipotent 
veice, and it Sat For thirty minutes 

thing celestial stood atill. ‘There 
silence in Heaven for the space of 
half an hour.” 

From all we can learn it is the only time 
heaven ever stopped, It does not stop as 
other oities for the night, for there is mo 
night there, It dows not stop for a plague, 
for the inhabitants never say, ‘I am sick.” 
It does not atop for bankruptcies, for its 
inbabitants mever fail, It does not stop 
for impassable streets for there are no 
fallen snows or sweoping freshets. What, 
then, stop it for thirty minutes? Gro- 
tius and Patesdor Stuart think it was at 
the time of the destruction of Jerugalem. 
Mr. Lerd thinks it was in the year 311, be- 
tween the close of the Diocletian persecu- 
tion and the beginning of the wars by 
which Ceustantine gained the throne, But 
that was alls guess, though a learned and 
brillianv'gteds. I do nto know when it 
was and 1 do net care when it was, but of 
the fact that such an interruption of sound 
took place, I am certain, ‘There was 
silence in heayen‘for the space of half an 
hours” 7 

And, firat of all, we may learn that God 
and all heaven then honored silence, The 
longest and widest dominion that eyer 
existed is that over which Stillness was 
Queen. For an eternity there had not 
been a sound. World-making was 4 later 
diy occupation, For unimaginable ages 
it was w muto universe, God was the 
only Being, and, as there was no one to 
speak to, there was no utterance, But 
that silence lias been all broken up into 
worlds, and it has become & noisy uni- 
verse, Worlds in upheaval, worlds in 
congelation, worlds in conflagration, 
worlds in revolution. If geologists are 
right (and 1 believe they are) there has not 
been a moment of silence since this worl 
begun its travels, and the crashings and 
the splittings and the uproar and the hub- 
bub are ever in progres But when SHOR 
the supernals a voice cried Hush ! ani 


for halfun hour heaven was still, silence 
many of us have yet to learn, We are told 


that when Christ was arraigned “Hes an- 
swered not a word.” That silence was 
louder than any thunder that ever shook 
the world. Oftines, when we are -as- 
sailed and misrepresented, the mightiest 
thing to say is to say nothing, and the 
mightiest thing to do is to do nothing, 
‘Lhose people who are always rushing into 
print to get themselves set right xccom: 
plish nothing but their own chagrin. 
Silence! Do right and leave the results 
with God. Among the grandest lessons 
the world has ever learned are the lessons 
of pationce taught by those who éndured 
uncomplainingly personal or domestic or 
social or political injustice, Stronger than 
any bitter or sarcastic or revengeful an- 
ewer was the patieut silence. My friends, 
the toasing sea of Galilee seemed most to 
offend Christ by the amount of noise it 
made, for he aaid to it, ‘Be atill!’ Heaven 
hasbeen crowning kings and queens unto 
God for many centuries, yet heaven never 
stopped a moment for any such occurrence, 
but it stopped thirty minutes for the coro- 
nation of Silence. *‘There was silence in 
heaven for the space of half an hour.” 
Learn also from my text that heaven 
must be an eventful and active place, from 
the fact that it could afford only thirty 
minutes of recess. There have been events 
on earth and in heaven that seenied to de- 
mand a whole day or whole week or whole 
vear for celestial consideration. If Grotius 
was right and this silence occurred at the 
time of the destruction of Jerusalem, that 
acene was so awful and so prolonged that 
the inhabitants of heaven could not have 


done justice'to it in many weeks. After 
fearfal besiegoment of the two fort- 
resses of Vartalen= Antonio and

a Nace while, « Roman soliier, mount- 
ed on the shoulder of another sold. 
ier, hurled into the window of the Temple 
a firebrand, and the T'emple was all aflame, 
aud after covering many sacrifices to the 
|] holiness of God, the building itself became 
a sacrifice to the rage of man, The hunger 
of the people in that city during the 
besiegement was so great that as some out- 
laws were passing a doorway and inhaled 
the odors of food, they burst open the 
door, threatening the mother of the house, 
hold with death unless she gaye them some 
\] food, and she took them aside and showed 
|] them that it was her own child she was 
|| cooking tor the ghastly repast. Six hun- 
dred priests were destroyed on Mount Zion 
because the temple being gone there was 
nothing for them to do. Six thousand 
eople in one cloister were consumed. 
There were one million one hundred 
thousand dead according to Josephus. 
Grotius thinks that this was the cause of 
silence in heaven for half an hour. If Mr. 
Lord was right and this silence was during 
the Diocletian persecutions, by which eight 
hundred and forty-four thousand Chris- 
tians suffered death from sword and fire, 
and bafishment and exposure, why did 
not Heaven listen throughout at least one 
of those awful years? No! Thirty 
minutes! The fuct is that the celestial 
programme is so crowded with spectacle 
that it can afford only one recess in all eter- 
nity and that for # short space. While 
there are great. choruses in which all 
} Heaven can join, each soul there has o 
story of divine mercy peculiar to itself, and 
is must be asolo, How can Heaven get 
through With all its recitatives, with all its 
cantatas, with all ite grand marches, with 
lall ite victories? Eternity is too short to 
utter all the praise. In my text Heaven 
spared thirty minutes, but it will never 
‘again spare one minute, In worship in 
fearthly churches, when there are many to 
take part, we have to counsel brevity, but 
lhow will heaven get on rapidly enough to 
jlet the one hundred and forty-four thou- 
lsand get through each with his own story, 
and then the one hundred aud forty-four 
million, and. then the one hundred and 
\forty-four billion, and then the one hun- 
ded aud forty-four trillion, 
Besides, heaven is full of children, They 
iu the vast majority, No child on

quiet balt au hour, and how are you going 
yo keep five hundred million of them quiet 
helfen hour. You know heaven is much 
thore of a place than it was when thav re- 
deoss of thirty minutes occurred. its popu-

| pled. Heaven has more on hand, more of 
| rapture, more of knowledge, more of inter- 
communication, more of worship. Tho 
most thrilling place we have ever been in is 
stupid compared with that, and, if we know 
| we have no time to spare, we will then 
| Have no eternity to spare. Silence in 
Heaven only half an hour, 

My subject also impresses me with the 
| immortality of a half hour. That half 
howr mentioned in my text is moro widely 
known than any other period in the calon- 
dar of heaven. None of the whole hours of 
heaven are measured off, none of the years, 
nona.of the centuries, Of the millions of 
ages past, and the millions of ages to come, 
not one is especially measured off in the 
Bible.

Knowing ‘that we could not understand 
that word, the Bible uses it only once. 
We say, “For ever and ever?" But how 
loug is “For ever and ever?” I am glad 
that my text puts under our eyo Heaven 
for thirty minutes. As when you would see 
& great picture, you put a sheet of paper 
into a scroll and look through it, or join 
your forefinger to your thumb and look 
through the circle between, and the picture 
becomes more intense, so this masterpiece 
of Heaven by St. John is more impressive 
when we take only thirty minutes of it at 
atime. Now, we have something that we 
can come nearer to grasping, and it is a 
quieb Heaven. When we discourse about 
the multitudes of heaven, it must be al- 
inost a nervous shock to those who have 
all their lives been crowded by many people, 
who want a quiet Heaven. 

But how will you spend the first half 
hour of gour heayenly citizenship after 
you have gone in to stay? iter your 
prostration before the throne in worship 
of Him who imade it possible for you to 
get there at all, I think the reat ob your 
firat half hour in heaven will be passed in 
receiving your reward if you have been 
faithful. Ihave a strangely beautiful book 
containing the pictures of the medals strock 
hy the English Government in honor of 
freat battles ; these medals pinned over the 
peart of the returned heroes of t%s army, 
on great occasions, the Royal family pre- 
sent, and the Royal bands playing; the 
Crimean medal, the Legion of Honor, the 
Victoria Cross, the Waterloo medal. In 
your first half hour in heaven in some way 
you will be honored for the earthly struggles 
in which you won the day. Stand up before 
all the Royal House of Heaven and receive 
tho insigaia while you are annonnced as 
Victor over the droughts and freshets of 
the farm field. Victor over the tempta- 
tions of the stock exchange, Victor over 
professional allurements, Victor over do- 
meatic infelicities, Victor over mechanic's, 
shop, Victor over the store-house, Victor 
over home worriments, Victor over Physical 
distresses, Victor over hereditary depres- 
sions, Victor over sin and death and hell. 
Take the badge that celebrates those vic- 
tories through our Lord Jesus Christ. Take 
it in the presence of all the galleries, saint- 
ly, angelic aud Divine!

Kitzsimmons Told the Story of His Life 
Before He Died, 
BROCKVILLE, Qnt,, Feb. 8&—Since Wed- 
hesday last the sole topic of conversation 
in this town has been the capture in New 
Orleans and subsequent suicide of Frederick 
O. Fitzsimmons, the young Brockvillian who 
escaped from Pittsburg j il while awaiting 
trial for the murder of Detective Gilkinson, 
‘The fact that the murderer was a well-known 
Brockville boy, and a member of one of our 
best kuown and most respected families, 
naturally served to excite more interest here 
than perhaps at any other point in the 
country. ‘Ihe news of the arrest was soon 
made by large crowds. 
Of course it is impossible to say just at 
present what disposition will be made of the 
body. One member of the family said be 
thought likely that the remains would be 
brought here. He will likely goto Pittsbur, 
at once to identify the remains, but no defi- 
nite decision has as yet been made with re- 
ference to their final resting place, 
The little girl, whose photograph was 
found in the hand of the dying suicide, was 
brought here soon after the Pittsburg shoot- 
ing, aud is now residing with relatives of the 
deceased. Sheis a nice looking, winsome 
little body, full of childish vivacity, and bas 
found a happy home, 


Fitzsimmons told Lis lawyer his life his- 
tory. He is o Canadian by birth, the sec- 
ond youngest of a large number of brothers 
and sisters, his fathor having been married 
four times, His father and mother are both 
dead, and the balance of bis family are re- 
siding at Brockville, Canada. His father 
Wos a successful merchant, mayor of the 
city and school trustee for a namber of years. 
His uncle, Willlam Fitzsimmons, was a mem- 
of Parliament for years for the constituency 
of Leods and Grenville,Outario, and is at the 
present time a Past Master of the Masonic 
fraternity, Ho was nlwaye well supplied 
with inouey.

I feel that for this and a number 
of ether articles the United States is our 
market, and if we can by any means 
throw that market opernto the Canadian 
public it would be a stepin the right 
direction, Iknow very well that some 
| people will raise an objection to this. 
| “Where are you going toget a_ revenue? 
they ask. For my part I would ten times 
rather put my hand in my _ pocket 
and pay direct taxes than pay 
a tax three times over in an indirect way. 
It 's meet that you should have the best 
market not only for your eggs but for 
everything that you produce. I feel that 
it means success tome aia farmer that I 
getthehighest price possible. ; but se 
long as we keep building higher walls— 
Ghinese ‘walls—around our country to 
prevent trade floating in the natural 
directions, so long will we be selling our 
productions at lower prices than we might 
get if we had freer trade.” 

Mr. J. F. Beam of Welland said that 
the nearest market forthe farmers in his 
county was Buffalo, which, however, they 
were now debarred from. Land in the 
vicinity of Buffalo used for farming and 
gardening purposes was rented for $30 
and $45 an acre, while similar land, also 
near Buffalo, but on this side of the river, 
would only rent for about $1.50 an acre. 
If they had the Buffalo market their land 
would rise in value, and should they not 
do everything in their power to get it? 
Why should we pay freight to Montreal 
and theusands of miles across the ocean 
when we havea better market right at 
hand? Buffalois the largest sheep mar- 
ket in the world, the second largest cattle 
Kee and one of the largest horse mar- 

ets.

Their pro- 
duce to-day was not only taxed on the 
Ganadian side, but most of it was tixed 
on the otner side, and this taxation took 
the whole of their profiis and part of their 
liber. Farms were actually being work- 
ed at a loss with tte present prices pald 
for produce. The statement was false and 
misleading that Canada could not get 
reciprocity if she wantzd it. Leading 
men inthe U.S. had expressed their 
willingness ‘to grant a measure of reci- 
procity. Such a resolution had passed 
the committee of Foreign affairs at 
Washington ; had gone before the Senate 
and received the endorsement of its best 
men. The farmers,—the vast majority 
of the electors—had therefore the remedy 
within their own hands ; woull they ac- 
cept depress on or piosperity? By in- 
creasing the value oftheir produce they 
increased the selling value of their lind. 
The remedy was clear, simple and easy. 
Let them send men to Ottawa who were 
favorable to their own interests. Mr. 
Clute supported his views with 
statistics as far as the time 
allowed him would permit. Whenhe re- 
sumed his cet he wis loudly cheered. Hi 
speech left no mistaken impression on the 
minds et mary farmers present. 

W. B. Northrup, W. C. Mikel and H. 
Corby spoke in the conservative interest. 
The meeting was orderly throughout and 
conducted in the intel igent manner that 
political meetings should be conducted.

A DISASTROUS FIRE 


A Serious Blow to Napaoess Industrial

NAPANEE, Feb, 11.—The most disas- 
trous fire that has visited Napanee ina 
long time occired last night when J. 
Gibbard & Sons furniture factory was 
burned to the ground, The building con- 
tained a great deal of valuable machinery 
and Messrs, Gibbard’s loss isnot less than 
$12,000, Wpon-histhere was an insurance 
of only $2000. All efforts to save the 
building were of no avai. Some harsh 
words are spoken this morning respecting 
the working of the fire-alarm system 
which did not prove at all satisfactory last 
night. The brigade worked manfu'ly, and 
with difficulty saved the adjoining buildings. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. This 
loss falls very heavily upon the firm it 
being the fourth time they have been 
wiped out by fire. The loss isa serious 
one for Napanee and will leave wit out 
employment some forty odd hands who 
had steady work and good wages. Mr.

But in an instant all that splendor is 
gone from his vision, for a voice falls from 
the heavens, saying, ‘‘O King Nebuchad- 
nezzar, to thee it is spoken, the kingdom is 
departed from thee, and they shall drive 
thee from men and th dwellig shall be 
with the beasts of the field, they shall make 
thoe to eat grass us oxen, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, until though know 
that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom 
of men and giveth it % whomsoever he 
will.”

NEBUCHADNEZZAR A LYCANTHROPE. 


The mental disaster that seized him was 
what the Greeks call lycanthropy, by which 
a man imagines himself a beast and prefers 
to ge out and mingle with brutes. He who 
had been cating pomegranates and apricots 
off of Wales of gold iulaid with amethyst 
and dismond, and drinking the richest 
wings from the royal vats, now browsing on 
grass and struck by the horn of the ox as 
e contendsfor abetter tuft ofthe pasturage, 
and instead of an orchestra on benches of 
ivory playing the national airs, now listen- 
ing to the moan and bellow and grunt of 
the beasts, ‘his is not hard for me to be- 
lieve, for the forms of dementia are innum- 
erable. 

A few years ago, arriving in a city ona 
summer afternoon, while waiting for my 
engagement in the evening, I sauntered 
forth into what seemed to be a park in 
front of a large public building, the use of 
which I knew not.

Then I saw that he was insane and be- 
longed to the large building juat behind us.

Here is 
Nebuchadnezzar on all fours. He once 
prided himself of being more than a man, 
and now he turns out ie thana man. The 
courtiers look out of the windows upon him 
as he moves among the royal herds and cry, 
‘A beast!” Seven years pass, when sudden- 
ly his reason returns ana he comes back to 
Babylon a humble worshipper of the God in 
heaven. 

What must have been the excitement in 
the royal court as this restored maniac 
emperor walks into the palace. What a 
time they had in cutting his nails and his 
hair, which had grown for seven years 
Without being interfered with by any 
shears. What a scrubbing down must 
have taken place in the imperial baths, 
What a transformation necessary in order 
that he who had been herding with camels 
and goats and swine may be made fit ta 
Associate with princes. What a changa 
from sty to throne room. 

While walking from this Babylonias 
palace dewn to the pasture field and fran 
the pnsture field back to the palace the 
first thing that impresses me is what an 
incongruous thing it is for a king to be 
cating grass. Its good for cattle, but not 
fit for man, And then for one to preter it 
to a royal table toward whose bounty the 
orchards and paddocks and ‘streams and 
vineyards in all the earth might contribute

The German Anarchists, 

Berwin, Feb. 15,—The enquiry into the 
status of the Berlin Anarchists shows that 
they are formed in 11 groups, numbering 
264 persons in all, with connections through- 
out Germany. They have met in secrecy 
in garrets and cellars. Meetings with an 
attendance as large as 200 have been 
held unknown to the police. Their finances 
are slender, only 90 marks monthly being 
received, It has been agreed to employ 
counsel to defend the Anarchists recently 
arrested. 


The Spanish Anarchists, 

Rome, Feb. 15.—The trial of Signor 
Cipriani und the other May Day rioters was 
marked yesterday by continued disorders. 
One of the lawyers for the prisoners declar- 
ed «a certain police witness was ‘‘a 
scandalous liar.” The spectators in the 
court, nearly all of whom were friends 
of the prisoners, loudly applauded this re- 
mark. An uproar arose, the prisoners 
shouting wildly and menacing the wit- 
nesses, The noise and confusion becaine 
so great that the president of the court sus- 
pended the sitting. When the trial was 
resumed the scenes of disorder were re- 
peated.

Whilo 
stating so he felt that it scarcely lay in the 
mouth of a member of the party whose 
policy the foremost wan of the Liberal 
party, Hon, Buward Blake, deciared made 
lor annexation to express his doubts of the 
loyalty of otbors, 

Mr, Meredith went on to say that be re- 
retted the stand taken by the member for 

orth Essex (Mr. White), aud ou behalf of 
the Conservative party he utterly repudiat- 
ed the sentiments which Mr. White had 
thought fit, from time to time, to express. 
Coming to Mr, Lockhartv’s allusion to cor- 
ruption in Quevec, he wondered that ho 
would have the hardihood to meution toat 
whon it was considered who was the author 
of the corruption, Did they forget that the 
compact of 'S7 was still ee Mr, 
Lovkhart’s friends would hardly thauk bim 
for dragging in that unfortunate allusion 
and re-establishing thelr connection with the 
disgraced and dishonored Quebec politician, 
He regretted baving to refer to these mat- 
ters, but they had been forced on bim by the 
tomarks of the member for North Hastings. 

With respect to farmets' institutes, which 
Were mentioned in the speech from the 
throne, be could see a variety of useful work 
for them to perform if ae were (reed from 
the attempts that were belug made to make 
them political clubs. In regard to the min- 
eral policy of the Government he was anx-

IMMIGRATION TO M6NITOBA 


Spec al Agent Waddoll Speaks of the 
Resouroes of Ths Prairie Provinee 
Mr, Alex. Waddell, special immigration 
agent for the Manitoba Government, | 
addressed an audience in the Town Hall 1 
here Saturday evening on the Agricultur- | 
al resources of that country. It was evi- | 
dent from the interest manifested by the 
audience that Mr. Waddell was speaking 
on a subject in which he has had a long 
and familiar experience. He also had 
the faculty of expressing himself in a 
clever forcible and agreeable manner. 
Amongst other favorable climatic con- 
ditions of the country he claims that it is 
@ good thing even for the farmers of that 
country that there is some limit to their 
season of growing wheat otherwise there 
would be scarcely any limit to the amount 
of wheat grown, the result of which would 
mean lower prices to the farmer. He 
claims that if farmers would commence 
sowimg as soon as they can in the Spring 
and stop when they have a reasonable 
amount sowed and then get it harvested 
as Soon as it was ready to harvest we 
would seldom hear of anything fom Man- 
itoba in the wheat line but No. 1 and No 
2hard. He strongly advises all going te 
engage in Jand give their attention to 
mixed farming asthe safest and surest 
way to sx As the wheat of that 
cointry has attained distinction in the 
markets of the vorld so will many of its 


other resourees such as horses, cattle, 
sheep, hogs, etc., as soon as they receive 
their just attention. Stock of all kinds

Port Townsexp, Wash., Feb, 17.—Ad- 
vices from Alaska concerning the fate of 
Morris Orton and party of ten miners in- 
dicate that they have beon murdered by In- 
dians or lont in the sea trying to cross from 
Crose Sound to Yukilata, Searching 
parties hava hunted six weeks for the inise- 
ing miners without success, and the hope of 
recovering their bodies has been aban: 
loned. 

Norton's party left Lityun Bay for 
Juneau in November, but were never heard 
from again. Citizens of Sitka organized and 
hesought Commander Maynard of the war 
ship Pinto to go to the rescue, it being 
thought that the men were lost in the 
woods and in danger of starvation. May- 
nard refused to go, He said that his ship 
was unseaworthy and that the trip would 
only endanger the lives of his crew of 50 
men. He considered the missing men be- 
yond human aid. 

Searching parties were organized, how- 
ever, and a sailing vessel was sent to search 
for the lost miners, but no traces were 
found, — Recent hostile acts of the Indians 
in the neighborhood confirm the fears that 
the men were killed and robbed by Indians 
and their bodies thrownnto the sea.

Bervix, Feb, 17.—The Voss Gazetw pub- 
lishes 4 despatch from Semla announcing 
that its correspondent at Belgrave way 
compelled to leave Servin to-day by order 
of the Servian Minister of the literior, 
The reason given for his expulsion is that 
his telegrams to Berlin had caused « fall in 
Sorvian securities: 

The correspondent had transmitted the 
news that the Servian Government was 
about to contracta new loan. In auswer 
tothe declaration of the Servian Goyern- 
ment that this was pure invention, the cor- 
respondent replies: 

“The Skuptachina at a secret sitting au- 
thorized the Minister of War to erier 
eight field batteries of 36 heavy guus and 
150,000 rounds of ammunition, together 

with 125,000 rifles, Inasmuch as the loan 
of a million of francs, advanced by the 
Handelegesellchaft, had been exhausted, 
more funds were required to pay for these 
armaments, but the Berlin Hnanciers noti- 
tied the Servian Government that they 
would only be prepared to make further 
advances on condition that the orders for 
new arms and ammunition were given to 
German mavufactories, 

m‘The united influence of Russia and 
France waa exerted to secure order for a 
French fin, and French financial honses 
offered to take 10,000,000 francs in Servian 
bonds if the order was given to France, A 
contract to that effect was to have been 
signed on Monday, but a remonstrance 
against this atep reached Belgrave from an 
influential quarter ‘in Berlin, As further 
showing Uhe serious consequences of such a 
decision the representatives in Belgrave of 
an important Berlin institution received the 
following telegram: 

“Tn consequence of the mischievous 
dealings of the Belgrave Govornment with 
French contractors the price of Servian 
rentea can no longer be kept up.’” 

The Gazette says it is evident that the 
Servian Government is alone to blame for 
the fall in ite securities, which it falsely 
attributes to the correspondent of the 
paper, who simply did his duty in sending 
the news complained of. 

No Further Crofter Settlement,

bas now been in existence for more than 
five centuries, and which is looked upon as 
the proudest decoration of the most illustri- 
ous of our nobility. 

Much has been written by way of dispute 
as to the precise date of its institution, as 
well as to the circumstances which led to 
its adoption. Some authorities aver that 
1346 was the year of its introduction; others 
place the date three years later. None 
seem absolutely certain on the point; but 
most agree in the later date. The circum: 
stances connected with the foundation of 
the order are known, perhaps, to every 
schoolboy; but as the romantic account has 
been variously told by different writers it 
may be of intorest to repeat that given by 
the greatest authority on the ordora of 
knighthood, Sir H. Nicolas.

The record of \he 
Abtorney-General was one that could be 
favorably compared to that of any sbates~ 
man in British politics, and he believed 
that the appreciation of his work was not 
cenfined to the Heuse only, but that it 
extended throughout the country, (Hear, 
hear.) The friends opposite in their can- 
did moments would adit that his admin- 
istration had been characterized by sound 
judgment. But they had their moments 
‘of weakness like some of their friends, 
andthey had gone to the country and 
endeavored to persuade the peeple to dis- 
place the government and give them con- 
trol of the affairs of tho Province.

4ourt Makes a Vory Creditable 
Showing frem His Foint of View, While 
Mr, Clancy Criticizes the Figures—The 
Debate Still in Progress, 


Tononto, Feb. 20.—The presentation 
of the state ef the provincial fnan- 
ces by ‘Treasorer Harcourt yesterday 
afternoon was done in «a very in- 


teresting manner, The Treasurer not only 
succeeded in exhibiting a very roseate view 
of the provincial finances, but managed to 
clothe the dry akeleton of the figures with o 
garmont of rhetorical ornamentation that 
did credit to bis skill in that direction. Mr 
Clancy appeared in tho role of tho Opposi- 
tion critic and performed bis vicarious task 
in a fairly satisfactory manner. The follow- 
ing are the important passages in Mr. Har- 
court’s speech. 

I will first speak very briefly of our ro- 
ceipte, We estimated to receive during the 
year from ordinary sources $3,208,822. Woe 
actually received $3,827,570, so that we have 
an excess of receipts over our estimate to 
the amount of $25,248, 

‘The subsidy, of course, remains the samo, 
It represents 80 conts per head of our popu- 
lation according to the census of 1861, Ac- 
cording to our present population it repre- 
sents only 57 cents per bead, If wo were to 
receive 8) cents, based on the Jab célimus, 
our subsidy would be increaséd by about 
$575,000 a yoar. Au increaso of populatio- 
adds to our expenditure, to our Cost of goy- 
ernment, while on the contrary it brings, 
beosuse of the incresstd consumption of 
dutiable goods, additiona}) revenue to the 
Federal Treasury. Our receipts from Crown 
lands exceed our estimate by the compiger- 
able sum of $59,689, \ 

et A the year when our bonogad 
leader ome Fremier, the ¢ colpts 
from the Crown Lands Deparoeieyavs 
Amounted to $17,253,250, or al averna 
the 20 years, jncluding 1891, of $462,962 >per 
year. 

Let us now notice to what uses this large 
sum has beon devoted. During the same 
pertod, that is from 1872 to 18f1, we have 
spent on

We have therefore ipvested during the 
period of 20 years in public buildings, rail- 
ways public works and colonization roads 
8,016,281 more than the amount we have 
received from the Crown Lauds Department 
from sales of lands aud timber, 

A word of explanation miy be permitted 
‘as to the item of receipts, appearing under 
the bead of ‘Annuities,’ Last year, having 
sevoral very large, exceptional oxpenditures 
to provide for, in order to meet the railway 
certificates failing duc we issued annuities to 
the amount of $14,000 per annum. 

The amount realized by their sale, as 
appears by the schedule of receipts, was 
$640,000, that is to say, we received $1,121.43 
for every $100 of annuity, The purchaser 
realicos on bis investment interest at the 
rate ofa little leas than 4'¥ per cent. per 
annum. 

We have, I am delighted to say, arrived 
at the time when our railway aid expendi- 
tures will rapidly become noticeably loss. 
This year our payment will be $141,218 as 
against the payment last year of $252,179, or 
asaving of more than $110,000 ina siugle 
year. At the end of five years the payment 
Will be agaja reduced by a harge ampnnt, 
white for the next fve-years tere will be 
annual reductions most welcome to our rate: 
payers. 

Last year we made payments in aid to 20 
rajlways; this year the list is reduced to 14. 
In 1898 there will be only eight, while in 
1904, bwly 12 years from now. the solitary 
survivors of this long and bonored list of 

revincial pensions will te the Port Arthur, 

nluth & Western Railway aud the Parry 
Sound Colonization Railway. 

Further, these early obligations aro,be it re- 
membered, as tar as we are concerned, the 
post obits of the firat Parliament of Ontario, 

janded down by it for its successors to dis- 
charge. 

‘The last item of our receipts, to which IL 
will refer, namely $500,000, received from 
the Dominion Government calls for some 
special remark. Our expenditure for the 

ear included, as I bave said, some very 
large items, special and exceptional in their 
character. We paid, for example, $100,000 
to Toronto University, being part of the 
$160,000 unanimously voted to it by the 
House to assist in restoring the building, 
which was partially destroyed by fire, We 
also paid $47,115 to the municipalities on ac- 
count of the land improvement fuuod and 
$32,750 to county houses of refuge. We 
loaned $63,000 to different municipalities on 
drainage debentures. 

Our receipts for the year from liquor li- 
cense fees amounted to $298,184. Our esti- 
mate was $300,000. Tho number of liceuses 
{ gued during the last license year was 22 
lesg than that issued during the previous 
year, and in all probability there will be a 
somewhat greater reduction during the cur 
rent year, The province took to itself con- 
trol of liquor licenses in 1876, Since that 
date it has recetved as tet revenue from li- 
censes $2,630,515, or $164,407 per year. It 
has paid to the municipalities during the 
same period $3,835,922, or $242,870 per year. 
‘The municipalities have therefore during the 
lost 16 years received on an nyerage $78,445 
more per year than the province trom this 
source, 

Mr. Clancy: But you teok more from the 
aeinlsioallelen 

Hon. Mr, Harcourt: Iam speaking of the 
fact as it is found—of the record us I find it, 
The temperance people, I would say to m. 
friend, have time and again expresse 
their belief that it would be better for all 
concerned if the municipalities got nothing 
from licenses. [Applause.) 

In answer tosome press criticisms arisin 
out of complaints made by a few municipal- 
ities as to their sbare of tho license fees, 
lost year pointed out that the municipal 
revenue from licenses had during recent 
years beon steadily increasing; also that 
thoir percentage of increase had been more 
than double that of the province. 

Without question, in our larger cities, 
licenses have become much more valuable to 
tho bolders year by year, and it may be that 
the time has now come when we should cou- 
sider the propriety of raising the fee and 
thereby increasing our revenue. 

If the liquor traffic is only one-half as re- 
sponsible for the serious cost incident to the 
administration of jastico as some allege it to 
be, then these license duties which we are dis- 
cussing might be measurably increased, 

I will now, sir, bri fly comment on the ex- 
ponditures of 1891. The Legislature voted 
for the year’s supply $3,022,427. Our ordin- 
ary oxpenditure under the Supply Bill was 
$3,428,731, so that of the money voted to us 


for the year there remaing vnexpended 
$103,695. 

We have, thereforo,kopt witbin the grants 
whorever possible, and have in no instance 


abused the liborality of the Legislature, 
We spent Jast year on the construction of 
now Pariiamont buildings $208,348, the larg 


est sum spent any single yoar for that ger 
vico, although thus far we have spent on 
theso buildings $302,207,

In 1552 We spent on hospitals and charities 
$78,005 and in 1891 $167,742. We have more 
than doubled tho oxpenditure in u single 
decade. No one proposes to reduce the 
grants. 

Another growing expenditure is that in 
connection with our asylums, We bave 


ood ronsou to be proud of our care of the 
Insane, Wo havo spent, and aro now spend- 
ing, large sums#in the erection of cottages 
specially designed and in every way suitable 
for asylum needs. 

Tho increasing number of the josane com- 
pels us to make immediate provision for 
still further accommodation, 

We have provided in the new cottages at 
Orillia and Mimico beds for 950, 

Io Joaving this brauch of my subject I will 
remind the House that these increased graute 
to education, hospitals ond asylums, public 
institutions and agriculture are substantial 
grants to the municipalities in relief of their 
local taxation. 

At the commencement of the year we bad 
at our credit in the banks $44,772. We re- 
colved from all sources during the year 
$4,140,089, Our total expenditure’ was 
$4,105,063, and at the end of the year we had 
on band inthe banks $19,818. When it is 
remombored that we expended $620,591 in 

public buildings alone,thus adding that large 
sum to our permanent capital investments, 
that we gave $100,000 to the university, that 

We spont $98,312 ou colonization roads, that 
we loaned $62,887 to some muuicipalities for 
purposes of drainage, and advanced $47,111 
to other municipalities on account of Laud 
Improvement Fund, that €311,000 went for 
railway aid, that our receipts exceeded our 
estimate and that we expended less than the 
House authorized us to expend, it will be 
admitted that the goveral result is oxceod- 
ingly satisfactory. 

A word as to tho assets of the province, 
These aro so well known and have been the 
subject of such frequent debate that the 
require but little explanation.

The reality of this surplus ean be no longer 
seriously questioned. 1t was atone timecon- 
tended that, whilo we could expect to receive 
interest from these trust funds, we could 
never got possession of them or control them, 

They bave always yielded a rich return by 
way of interest,and there was no good 
reason why we should ask to bave them 
handed over tous, And yet the suggestion 
came from the Vinance Minister at Ottawa 
two years ago that the requisite legislation 
should be had inorder that the Dominion 
might hand them, or an impertant part of 
thom, ever to us,:o that this contentfon cau 
ne longer be niaivtaived.

lf we look about us a glance at the finances 
of the sister provinoos will give us adUitional 
cause fer thankfulness that we bave persist- 
ently adhered to a policy of rigid economy. 
The Treasurer of more thau ome of these pro- 
vinces each year laments bis inability t) see 
a way of escape from the “gloomy grove of 
annual deficits.” The large and constantly- 
increasing debt of Quebec is, from an Ontario 
point of view, alarming, and all parties there 
seem to take it for grauted that sooner or 
later tho Federal Government must come to 
the rescue, Prince Edward [sland has drawn 
upon capital account and is still behind. Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick bave incurred 
large debts, and they are once more agitating 
for better terms. Nova Scotia urgently asks 
the Dominion to relieve her of liabilities to the 
amount ofa million anda balf ofdollars. New 
Brunswick, with a pepulaon of only 321,294, 
ha‘i at the close of last year a bonded debt of 
$2,342,000, And where, sir, we may well 
ask js thistoend? With an ageregate popu- 
Intion of only 880,905, or two-fifths that of 
Onta‘io alone, maintain separate Legisia- 
tures, each of them having a second cham- 
ber, and that because of this the adminis- 
trative work is trebled and the expenditures 
on education, adininistration of justice and 
public works is very much larger than would 
otherwise be uecessary, At tbe same time, 
we may well, pay we must insist, that any 
sottiement of these difficulties, as concerns

The trouble is our theologians are 
up in the mountain ina fight above the 
clouds about things which they do not un- 
derstand, Come down to the plain and 
stand beside Christ, who never preached a 
technicality or a didacticism, What do 
you, O Wise-Headed Evclesiustic, know 
about the Decrees of God? Who cares a 
fig about your sublapsarianism of your 
supralapssrianigm ’ 
Vhat @ spectacle we have in our de- 
nomination to-day ; committees trying to 
paren up an old creed made two or three 
hundred years ago, so that it will fit on 
the Nineteenth Century. Why do not 
our military establishments take out of 
the garrets the coal scuttle bonnets which 
your great grandmothers wore and try 
to fit them on the head ot the modern 
maiden? You cannot fix upa three hun- 
dred year old creed sous to fit our time, 
Princeton will sew on a little piece, and 
Union Seminary will sew on a little piece, 
and Alleghany Seminary and Danville 
Seminary will sew%a other pieces, and by 
the time the creed is done it will be as 
variegated as Joaeph’s coat of many colors, 
Think of having to change an old creed to 
make it clear that all infants dying go to 
Heayen! Iam so glad that the committees 
are going to let the babies ia. Thank yout! 
So many of them are already in thac all the 
hills of Heaven look like a Sunday school 
anniversary, Now, what is the use of fix- 
ing up @ creed which left any doubt on that 
subject. No man ever doubted that all 
infants dying go to Heaven unless he be a 
Herod or a Charles Giteau. I was op- 
posed to overhauling the old creed at 
all, but, now that it has been lifted 
up and its impartections set up in the 
sight of the world, I say: Overboard with 
it and make a new creed. ‘There are to-day 
in our denomination five hundred men who 
could make a better one. I could make a 
better one myself. As we uré now in pro- 
cess of changing our creed; and no one 
knows what we are expected to believe, or 
will two or three years henco be expected 
to believe, I could not wait, and so 1 have 
made a creed ot my own, which I intend to 
observe the rest of my life. I wrote it 
down in my memorandum book some six 
months ago, and it reads as followa; “My 
creed—The glorious Lord. To trust Him, 
love Him, and obey Him is all that is re- 
quired. To that creed I invite all man- 
kind.—T. DeWitt Talmago.””

coptionally good ice mater is ih charge of 
a whaler ho dashes into the bettor flehing 
ground for ®& short cruise ; another loos 
akillful, lured by the brighter prospoots or 
discouraged by & poor catoh outside, ent 
ora the iolet and either reaps a rich harvest 
«| of oil and bone or wreoks his vessel. Or he 
may even escape after an imprisonment in 
the grip of the merciless ice-fettora for a 
year or two longer than he had intended to 
atay. 
Such was the fate of the good ship 
“Gladiator,” from a well-known whaling 
port in southeastern Massachusotts, She 
sailed to the northernmost end of the '*Wel-

“How it is Belleville charges: three dol- 
lara I don’t know, who are your mem- 
bers?” “Any one and all classes, and all 
treated alike.” “Yes, I see different 
classes here too, and all appear to enjoy 
themselves and be in harmony with each 
other,” And upon my leaving he strong- 
ly pressed me to call at their rooms when- 
ever in their town. Now, Mr. Editor, | 
see in the face of all this,some Belleville 
interested parties are going around to get 
names to petition the council for $800.00

Then I saw a» mudden 
finsh ond what seemed to be an explosion 
lighting up the horizon for miles around 
Seizing glans I found ‘hat a sailing ship 
was on fire. I sent for Capt. Irvin, who 
came on deck immediately. He gave or- 
ders to takein all sail, and the Egyptian 
Monarch was headed in the direction of the 
light. 

“At 1.30 a.m. we rounded to near the 
burning vessel. I was the Loodiana, and 
she was ablaze almost from stem to stern.

THE DEBATE ON THE TREASURER'S 
STATEMENT. 


Kpecohon by Monars, Balfour, A. F. Wood 
W. B. Wood and Others—The Govern 
mont Members Claim That the Pro- 


vinco Is In an Eminently Satisfactory 
Condition,

r, Balfour, io replying to Mr, Clancy’ 
spocch of Friday last, challonged the nate: 
mont that there was no debt when the re- 
sont Administration came to power. ¥ hat 
did be make of the million and a half dollars 
which the province stood committed to for 
railwayat If thin was a debt it should be de- 
ducted from the four million dollars which 
Mr. Glancy said was the cash surplus at that 
time, In regard to the timber wealth of the 
province the Government had not only pre- 
sorved the Umber resources, but by thoir 
fight for provincial rights they had ndded to 
those resources, What reckless expenditure 
had the Government beon guilty off Could 


the hon, gentleman point out any? 
They beard m great deal of grom 
ling, but they had nover heard a 


specific instance of extravagance, ‘Fho bon- 
orable gontloman would not take one dollar 

from the sums now granted to education, to 
charities, to agriculture and for the erection 
and maintenance of public institutions If 
ho would not reduce the grants to these ob 
Jects how did he propose to reduce the ox- 
ponditure? He ares that the Government 
«id not take a dolinr more from the municl- 
palitios now than it did in 1881, Moreover 
the Government did assist in #ho administra- 
tion of the license law, although honorable 
gentleman stated that the government did 
not contribute one dollar towards. support of 
jails, eto, The Government obtained «reat 

er returns from the licenses because it had 
raised the license feos. The municipalities 
had the anme power but did not exercise it, 
Tho Government paid Inst year for the ad- 

ministration of criminal justice $142,000 and 
&® proportion of that was paid towards the 
support of prisonersin the jails He said 
that the municipalities shirked the responsi- 
bility of exercising their full powers of im- 
posing license, 

The honorable gentleman held up the 
bogey of direct taxation, Well, as they had 
wsnug sum inthe hands of the Dominion 
Government which they could draw on for 
tho noxt twenty yours at least, there need 
be no great excitement at present, They 
Were using the products of their timber re- 
sources to meet the cost of necessary pro- 
vincia! buildings. They wore merely taking 
paritay in one shape and putting it in an- 
other, in public buildings, etc, Speaking of 
the Quebec agreement, which bad been at- 
tacked, the Yeas said that had that agroe- 
ment been adopted the Dominion Govern- 
ment would be paying to the provinces 
$203,000 annually more than it was doing 
now, and of thatsum Ontario would be re- 
ceiving more than cne-balf, namely $151,000, 
‘There was therefore no reason to abandon 
reerone ii for the quent Agreement, 

r, A. F, Wood orth jastings) said 


that the question before them was; 
What were our resources, how bave 
they been used and what were 
the prospects for the future! ‘The 


resources were the Crown Lands, which 
were our capital. Our sources of revenue 
were the provincial subsidy, interest on 
trust funds, revenue from licenses, ote, 
amounting in all to 82,162,572 This being 
our income how were they to meet their ex- 
penditure. which exceeded this sum by more 
than a million dollarst There were three 
ways of meeting it, They could draw from 
capital or they could rrow, Speaking 
of the income from the licenses he 
claimed that it was money unfairly taken 
from the municipalities, The Government had 
taken their present control of the issue of 
licenses presumably in the interest of tem- 
péerance, It was quite evident now that 
it was revenue thoy were after. It was 
difficult to follow the treasurer in bis alter- 
native aliusions tosurplis and capital. At 
one time a cortain sum was termed surplus; 
at anotlier he treated it as capital. He flou' 
the claim that the leader of the Government 
or any otber man or set of men had made 
this country prosperous, This province was 
prosperous by reason of the intelligence and 
enterprise of its people, 

Mr. W. B, Wood (North Brant) said he 
bad not beard of any municipality complain- 
ing that the Government was collecting 
money from licences that should go to the 
municipalities, The Opposition failed, how- 
ever, to tell their constituents that the grants 
to the agricultural societies and to education 
had been increased by reason of the increase of 
receipts from licenses and such other sources, 
The Opposition were simply unreasonable 
when they expected that the Parliament 
buildings and the grant for rebuiluing the 
university could be paid out of the ordin- 
ary current revenue, He called upen them 
to point out where the expenditures could 
be decrensed and to tell the House ana the 
country what their financial policy was and 
what retrenchments they proposed to make, 

Mr. Whitney twitted the Government on 
its alleged surplus aud its capital, its assets 
aud its liabilities. He found now that the 
Government and its friends had shifted 
ground, Vhey were calculating public 
buildings and colonization roads as assets 
Were there no assets at the time the admin- 
istration came to power? Yet they bad 
never been so accounted untilnow. 

E, J. Davis (North York) dealt at some 
length with the timber limit qnestion, He 
then proceeded to auswer the contention 
that the administration of licenses has not 
been equitable, 

The debate was continued by H, B. Clarke 


and J, Waters successively and was ad 
journed at 11 o'clock cy motion of A. 8, 
finrdy, 

A deputation, introduced by R. Tooley, 


consisting of Messrs, I, Gilmour and Calvert, 
wos received by Mr, Mowat, They wish the 
Government to allow the countli 8 to appoint 
police magirirates and to prohibit justices of 
the peace from exerci tug their present 
powers, The Attorney-Geverul replied that 
the matter would be left opticnal with the 
yarious counties, 

A deputation comyored of Messrs, W. F. 
Allen and D, B. Simpson, mayor and solici- 
tor respectively of Bowmanville, waited 
npon the Government, The objectwas that that 
town should be permitted to consolidate its 
debt by #n exchonge of Londs, falling due in 
1908 to 1910, for bonds runuing for a longer 
yericd, and that tbe town be permitted to in- 
ucduce & bill to that effect waiving to a 
certain extent the customary notices, A 
direct reply was now given, but from re 
marks passed it was inferred that the request 
would be refused,

AN EXONLLENT SUGGESTION 


During the coming session a redistribu- 
tion of constituencies will take place 
throughout the Dominion, and this will 
give the government a chance to take one 
more unfuir advantage of their opponents. 
The effect of the gerrymander ten years 
ago was to prevent a fair representation of 
electorate in the House. The effect is 
seen in Ontario county. In the whole 
county there is a liberal maj rity of 500 
yet two out of three of the seats are held 
by Conservatives. The effect is seen in 
the Province of Ontario, where last March 
the Liberals had a majority of over 7000 
of the popular vote, yet the Conservatives 
had’a majority of sixin the representa- 
tion from this province. The manner in 
which the redistribution takes place will bs 
a final test of the boasted honesty and fair 
play of Hon. Wm Thompson. 

In relation to this the Hamilton Specta- 
tor makes a suggestion worthy of hearty 
commendation.

They remained in 
Brighton over half an hour when she was 
driven some place she did notknow where, 
but was told that it was Belleville. They 
put up at a hotel and repaired to the sit- 
tingroom. Ina few minutss some one 
showed the witness a room where she was 
followed u few minutes later bythe defend- 
ant. Witness said she spoke about going 
to Trenton when Hurley told her that she 
was not going but had to stay with him. 
It is notnecessary to go furthur into 
details, which were unfit for publication, 
sufice to say that the witness did not 
make any outcry but remained in the room 
until six o'clock next morning. She said 
that violence was used towards her. In 
the morning she saw a sign across the 
street which read “Huyck, tailoring and 
millinery.” After breakfast she was driven 
to Brighton station where Turley gave her 
money enough to get to Trenton on the 
train which place she reached at noon. At 
Trenton she met Stanley Huyck and he 
told her not to tell his peoole. She also 
saw Turley at Trenton where she spoke to 
him. In the afternoon she took the-train 
for Frankford from which place she walked 
to Stockdale and went to her hall-bréfhgr's 
house,(Wood) where she found her mother 
had been making enquiries about her. 
When pressed for an explanation she con- 
fessed the above facts which led to a war- 
rant being issued for Turlev's arresc. The 
father of the girl drove to Belleville yester- 
day and got Magistrate Fliut to sign the 
warrant, It was placed in Constable 
Garratt’s hands but he was unable to find 
his man eitherat Trenton or Frankford. 
He was told that he had gone to Coe Hill. 
Turley was subsequently arrested in the 
afternoon at the Windsor Hotel in_ Belle- 
ville by Constable John Haight, of Sidney, 
and locked up. He was afterwards re-

BURIED ALIVE. 


Strange Powor of Indians to Simulate 
Death 


The power of the fakirs, or faqueers, of 
India and Persia of simulating death are 
marvellous and almost incredible. Several 


, sects in these countries regard the art of 
apparent death as a part of their religious 


tual, and practice assiduously, In their 


| . 
‘ ancient books it is described as puranayam 


or stopping the breath. Many cases Sin 
which these Indian fakirs have allowed 
themselves to be buried alive tor long per- 
iods have been verified by British officials 
in India, and attested by evidence which 
dispels all doubt of their truth. 

This impersonation of death eontinues 
for as long as sia, and even ten months. 
The way the fakirs go to work to produce 
this condition is to have the little ligature 
under the tongue cut, whereby they are 
enabled to stretch this organ out to a great 
length. Then they turn it back, iuserting 
the end in the throat, and closing up at 
tne same time the inner nasal  pertures. 
The external apertures of the nose and 
ears are closed with wax and the eyes 
covered to exclude the light. 

Long preliminary practice is, however, 
needed in holding the breath, and a long 
course of fasting before burial. The fakir 


then sinks into a condition resembling 
death and the body is wrapped in linen, 
placed in a box and buried. When the 


box is taken up at the expiration of the 
long-continued, death-like sleep, and 
opened, the takir is found cold and stiff; 
no pulsation can be felt ; the heart, the 
wrists, the temples are stiff; the body is 
not cold as a corpse would be, butis cold- 
er than that of other living men, except 
over the seat of the brain. All the secre- 
tons are fully stopped ; the nails, hair, 
and beard have ceased growth. After 
being resuscitated the fakir feels great diz- 
ziness, and for a few hours cannot stand 
up without support, but gradually he 
recovers strength and enjoys amazingly 
the wonder he has excited.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


THE FORMAL ADDRESS OF THE GOY- 
ERNOR-GENERAL. 


The Dill of Fare For the Hosslon—The 
Keolprooity Negotiations — Why the 
Ministers Went to Washington—Ied 
tribution of Beats 


‘The Seal Fisheries, 


Orrawa, Feb, 26,—Yes, suid Col, Tyr 
whitt to Dr, Landerkin us the western oon 
tingont drove up from the Pullman oar to 
the Russell in the carly roe ing, ‘It iso 
bewutiful day. Mr. Abbott chose a ver 
good day,” Whereat everybody laughed.» 

The weather of the morning, ‘froaty yot 
kindly,” continued through the day andthe 
conscience was there was a grand turning 
out of the lieges to eae His Excellency open 
Parliament, 

Ottawa people seem never to weary of 
the annual pageant, ‘Whey look forward to 
it with all the wagerness of o girl for her 
first proposal, and when the occasion at 
longth vomes it finds her flushed, trembling, 
but radiant, 

This is o day whon the Senate after 
months of neglect comes to the front with 
& rush in the people's affections, ‘The 
plebeian Commons was treated with cou- 
tumely to-day, while the doors of the Senate 
wore hesicgel by # wriggling, pushing, 
mitorall & inultitude, all armed with tickets 
of admission to the various galleries, And 
when they got there they had presented to 
thelr gaze a sort of daylight nocturne, if 
the paradox may be permitted —a study in 
lady's loveliness, 

The atmosphere of the chamber wan de- 
oldedly hot, but the whispering, fluttering 
crowd in the gallery endured the tempera- 
ture with unfaltering fortitude until His 
Excellency arrived, his coming foreshadow- 
ed for 15 minutes previously by the boom 
ing of cannon from Nepean Point, 

Then bogan the myatic work of that 
wonderful personage, the Usher of the 
Black Rod (not the Rusher of the Black 
Hod, a8 some irreverent western heathen 
called him), 

After a series of bows and genuflexiona 
timed by heart beats, the busy and bald 
little gentleman departed for the other 
chamber to inform the Commoners that His 
Excellency dsired to seo them, 

He was not long in returning with 
Speaker White in his train and the un- 
bridled hosts ofthe people's representatives, 

When the Speaker had rested his front 
ogainat the brazen bar, looking as if he de- 
sired to enter a plea of not guilty, His 
ie NT communicated the following 
facts to him and such others as might be 
interested in the matter: 


HONORABLY GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE, 
GENTLEMEN OF THE House OF ComMons,— 
It affords me much gratification to meet you 
at the commencement of the Parliamentary 
session and to be able to congratulate you 
upon the general prosperity of the Dominion 
and upon the abundant harvest with which 
Providence has blessed all parts of the 
country. 


The lamented death of His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Clarence aroused a feeling of 
profound sorrow, The sympathy with Her 

ajesty and their aval Highnesses the 
Prives and Princess of Wales in their be- 
reavement which has prevailed in the Do- 
minion on this melancholy occasion bas 
found expression in respectful messages of 
coudoleuce from my Ministers, from the 
Provincial Governments and trom many 
other representative bodies. 


The negotiations with reapect to seal fish- 
ing in Betiring Sea have been continued with 
a view to the adjustment by arbitration of 
the difficuities which have arisen between 
Her Majesty’s Government and that of the 
United States on that subject, Commission- 
ers have beon appointed by both Govern- 
ments to investigate the circumstances of 
seal life in Behring Sea, to report thereon, 
aud to suggest the measures, if any, which 
they may deem necessary for its proper pro- 
tection and preservation. The commission- 
ers are proceeding with their de iberatious 
in Washington, and the results will shortly 
be communicated to Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, I trust that their investigations, and 
tho determination of tbe arbitrators who 
are to be appointed, may lead toa just and 
equitable settlement of this long-pending 
dilficulty. 


The meeting which bad been arranged 
with the United States Government for a 
day in October last for an informal discus- 
sion on the extension of trade between the 
two countries and on other international 
matters requiring adjustment was post- 
pone at their request. But in compliance 
witha more recent intimation from tbat 
Government three of my ministers proceeded 
to Washington aud conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the administration of the 
United States on these subjects. An amic- 
able understanding was agrived at respect- 
ing the steps to be tuken for the estabfish- 
ment of the boundary of Alaska and for re- 
ciprocity of services in casés of wreck and 
sulyage. Arrangements were also reached 
for the appointment of an international com- 
mission 10 report on the regulations which 
may be adopted by the United States and 
Canada for the prevention of destructive 
methods of fishing and the pollution of 
streams and for establishing uniformity of 
close seasons and other means for the pre- 
servation nnd increase of fish, A valuable 
aud friendly intorchange of views respecting 
other important matters also took pluce. 

To accordance with the promise given at 
the close of last session, a commission bas 
been appointed to investigate the working of 
the Civil Service Act and other matters 
connected with the civil service generally. 
The report of this commission will be laid 
before you during the present session.

Sir William Thompson, recently raised to 
the peerage, subscri the roll as Baron 
Kelvin in the House of Lords yesterday. 

A portion of a tunnel under the Heiligon- 
berg at Berlin collapsed yesterday. Seven 
workmen were buried in the debris. 

Eleven men were killed and five injured 
by the Cae yesterday at the quarry 
ase tho Royal Palace of Ajuda and Portu- 
gal. 

Bengal, India, Chamber of Commerce has 
started an agitation for the establishment 
of a system of free coinage, or the adoption 
of a gold standard. 

Three Spaniards have been arrested at 
Lisbon in connection with the recent ex- 
plosion near the Spanish consulate. Dyna- 
mite bombs were found at their lodgings. 

The trial of Louis Anastey for the mur- 
der of Baroness Dellard in Paris a few 
months ago was opened at the Seino Assizes 
yesterday. -The prisoner confessed his 
guiltand gave a detailed account of the 
crime. 

In the Chamber of Deputies at Athens 
M. Delyannis, the Prime Minister, accused 


the French economist Leroy Beaulieu of re- | 


ceiving enormous pay from a Paris syndi- 
cate for bis services in efforts to depreciate 
Greek bonds. 


About 2000 unemployed laborers of Ber- 
lin made a demonstration yeaterday, adopt- 
ed resolutions denunciatory of employers 
and sang the Marseillaise as they marched, 
The police charged the mob and made 80 
arrests. 


In the British House of Commons to-day 
Hon. Henry Chaplin, President of the 
Board of Agriculture, said he thonght it 
possible that within the last 10 or 15 years 
a million acres of arable laud in Great 
Britain had become pasture owing to tho 
depression in agriculture. 

The St. Petersburg municipal authorities 
merely censured the two members of the 
Famine Relief Committee who are accused 
of being implicated in the purchase of 
adulterated flour, which was intended for 
distribution among the famine sufferers. 
The newspapera denounce the indulgence 
shown the accused. 


Another row occurred last night near the 
Brandenburg gate, Berlin. About 800 
men out of employment assembled with the 
intention of holding a demonstration, but 
they quarreled among themselves instead 
and a free fight ensued. They were finally 
dispersed by police. Many shops were 
looted during the row.

HOW TO PLAY HOCKEY 
‘Lhe Rulos For This New and Exetting 
Game 

As H. ckey now seems to be all the rage 
among those fond of athletics the follow 
ing rules for playing this game will be of 
interest 

1—The game is played on ies by teams 
of seven on each side, with a puck made 
of vulcanized rubber, one inch all through 
and three inches in diameter, Hockey 
sticks shall not be more than three inches 
wide atany part, A goal is placed in the 
middle of each yoal-line, composed of 
two upright posts, four feet height, 
nlaced six feeb apart, and at ant five 
Feet from the end of the ice, 2 -Eaoh 
side shall have a captain (a member of his 
team), who, before the match, shall toss 
for a choice of goals, Each side shall 
play an equal tme from sach end. The 
duration of matches shall be not less 
than one hour, exclusive of stoppages 
The team ccoring the greater number of 
goals in that time shall be declared the 
winner, Ifattheend of that time the 
game is a draw, ends shall be changed 
and the game continued until one sido 
ucore -There shall be only one re 
feree, and in no case shall he belong to 
either of the competing clubs, He shall 
enforce the rules,adjudicate upon disputes, 
or cases unprovided fer by rule; appoint 
the goal umpires; keep the time and 
score ; and at the conclusion of the match 
declare the result. The puck shall be 
considered in play until the referee stops 
the game, which he may do at any time 
and which he may do at once, when any 
irregularity of play occours, by sounding 
a whistle, His decision shall be final, 
4—A gual shall be scored when the puck 
shall have bave passed between the goal 
posts from in frent, and below an imag- 
inary line drawn across the top of the 
posts. Goal uinpires shall inform the 
referee when a goal is scored, Their de- 
cision shall be final. 5—The game shall 
be started and renewed by the referee! 
calling play, after having placed the puck 
on its larger surface on the ice, between 
the sticks of the two players, one from 
from each team, who are to fice it, 6—A 
player is off-side ifhe isin front of the 
puck, or when the puck has been hit, 
touched, or is being run with by any of 
his own side behind him (ij. e., between 
himself and his own goal line.) A player 
peing off-side is put on-side when the 
puck has been hit by, or 
has touched the dress or person of 
any player of the opposite side, or when | 
one of his own side has run in front of 
him, either with the puck or having played | 
it when behind him. Ifa player when off ; 
side plays the puck, or annoys or obs'ructs | 
an oppunent, the puck shall be faced , 
where it was last played betore the off-side 
play occurred. 7—The puck may not be 
stopped with the hand exospt by the goa!- 
keeper (fee rule 9,) but may be stoppec, | 
but not carried or knocked on by any 
other part of the body. No player shall 
raise his stick above his shou'der, 
ing from behind, tripping, collaring, 
ing, cross-checking, or pushing shall not 
be allowed. 8—When the puck goes off 
the ice behind the goal line, }t shall be 
brought out by the referee ‘o a point five 
yards in front of the goal line on a line at 
right angles thereto. from a point at which 
it left the ice, and there faced. When the 
puck goes off the ice at the side it shall be 
similarly faced thice yards trom the side. 
9--The goal keeper must not during play 
lie, sit or kneel upon the ice: he may, 
when in goal, stop the puck with his hinds 
but shall not throw or hold it. 10—No 
change of players shall be made after a 
mitch hasstarted, except by reason of 
accident. 11—Should any player be injur- 
ed during a match and compelled to leave 
the ice, his side shall have the option of 
putting on a spare nan from the reserve 
to equalize the teams. In event of any 
dispute between the captains as to the 
injured player's fitness to continue the 
game, the matter shall be decided by the 
referee. 12—Should the game be stopped 
by the referee by reason of the infringe- 
nent of any of the rules, or because of an 
accident or change of players the puck 
shall be faeed at the spot where it was 
last played before such infringement, 
accident, or change of players shall have 
occurred.

JOY IN HEAVEN OVER ONE SINNES 


THAT REPENTETH 


Kev. Dr, Talmage Pre 


Sheep and the Ninety and Nine Juat 
Pe 


—A Powerful Prosontation of the 
Gind Tidings, 


OsKaLoosa, Iowa, February 21, 1802 
Dr, Talmage preached hero to-day to at 
enormous audience. He expects to be al) 
sent from home about ton daya, during 
which period he speaks in ae many ities 
Tho subject of his sermon was ‘Heaven! 
Co tulations.” His evident intention 
was to make worlds that soom a groat 
off from each other appear yory near, His 
text was taken from Luke 15:7; “Likewine 
joy shall be in heaven over one sinyor that 
repentoth, more than over ninety aud nine 
just persons that need no repentance.” 

A lost sheep! Nothing can be more 
thoroughly lost, I look through the win 
dow of  shopherd’s house at night, The 
candles are lighted. ‘The shepherd has just 
placed his staff against the mantel. He 
has taken off his coat, shaken out of it the 
dust and hung itup. I seo by the candle 
light that there are neighbors who have 
come in, The shepherd, fagged out with 
the long tramp, aits down on a bench, and 
the wifo and children and the neighbors 
say tohim: Come now, tell us how you 
found the poor thing.” “Well,” he saya, 
“this morning I went out to the yard to 
look at the Hook, No sooner had I look- 
ed_ over tho fence than I saw something 
wrong. The fact was they did not count 
right. Ninety-five, ninety-nix, ninety- 
sevon, ninety-cight, ninety-nine — only 
ninety-nine, M’Donald, you know we had 
a hundred. And I wondered which 
one was gone, andl began again, and I 
counted ninety-five, ninety-six, ninety- 
seven, ninety-cight, ninety-nine, Well, I 
whistled up the dog, and I atartod on 
the fields and across the bridges, and I 
tracked the moors, and I leaped the gul- 
lies, but no bleating of the poor thing did 
T hoar, I aaid to myself; ‘The lamb must 
have fallen into a ditch, or » pack of wolves 
from the mountains must have torn it to 
pieces and sucked its life out,” But I could 
notgive itup. You see it wasa pet lamb, 
Tt was that one with the black spot on the 
right shoulder that used to come and lick 
my hand as I crossed the field, and somehow 
[could not give it up, Sol went on and on 
and on until after a while I heard the dog 
bark, and I paid; ‘What's that?’ Then | 
hastened to the top of the hill, and I looked 
down, and there I saw the poor lamb, It 
had fallen into the ditch, and as I came 
where it was and bent over the ditch, and 
stooped down to lift the poor thing out, I 
wish you could have seen the loving, and 
imploring, and tender way it looked at mie, 
I lifted it out, and it was all covered 
with the slush and the mud, It was an 
awful thing to do, but I lifted it out, and 
it wasso lame and so weak it could not 
walk along, so I threw it oyer my should- 
ors, and I started homeward ; and the con- 
dition of that lamb you may judge of from 
the coat which L have just hung up. ButI 
tramped on and on until itis safe in the 
yard, poor thing! ‘Thank God, thank 
God!” Then the shepherd’s wife spread 
the table and brought out the beat fare 
that the cabin could afford, and they sat 
up very late that night, and they talked, 
and they laughed, and they sang, and they 
ate, and they drank, and they danced, and 
told over and over and over again thd story 
of the lost sheep that was found. ~ 

With such tenderness and rusticity of 
illustration does Christ represent the 
soul's going off and the soul’s coming 
back, when he says: ‘‘Likewise there is 
joy in Heaven among the angels of God 
over the sinner that repenteth more than 
over ninety and nine just persons that 
need no repentance,” To repent is to feel 
that you are bad, and to be sorry about it, 
and to turn over a new leaf, and to pray for 
forgiveness and help, Just as soon as a 
man does that, they hear right away of it 
in Heaven, There are no gossips in glory 
going around to chatter and laugh when a 
man falls; bat there are many souls in glory 
who are glad to rau about and tell it when 
« man is saved. The news goes very quick- 
ly from gate to gate, and from north wall 
to south wall, and from east wall to west 
wall, and in three minutes every citizen of 
Heaven has heard of it; for ‘there is 
joy in Heaven among the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth.” Lcan very 
easily understand how there should be joy 
in Heaven ovor a Pentecost with three thou- 
sand souls daved in one day—no mystery 
about that; I can understand how there 
should be joy in Heaven over the Parish of 
Schotts, when four hundred souls were 
saved under one sermou of Mr, Livingston; 
I can understand how there should be joy 
in heaven over the great awakening in the 
time of Harland Page, when in one year 
four hundred and seventy-three thousand 
souls were brodght to God in the United 
States; I can understand very easily how 
there should be joy in heaven over hve 
hundred thousand souls converted in 1857, 
in this country; but mark you, my text 
announces there is joy in heaven among the 
angels of God over one, just one sinner 
that repenteth. 

Some cathedrals have one tower; some 
cathedrals have two, three, four towers. 
Did you ever hear them all ring at once? 
Tam told that the bell in the cathedral 
of St. Paul rings only on rare occasions, 
for instance, at the death or the birth of a 
king. Have you seen a cathedral with 
four towers? and have you heard thein 
all strike into one great chime of gladness? 
Here is a man who is moral. He is an ex- 
ample to a great many professors of religion 
in some things ; he never did-a mean thing 
in his life ; he pays all his debts, aud is @ 
citizen and « good neighbor, but he says he | 
is not a Christian, Some day the Holy | 
Spirit comes into his heart and he sees that 
he cannot depend upon his morality for sal- |

vation. He says: *O Lord God, I have 
been depenling upon my good works; I 
find Lam a sinner, and I want Thy salva. 
tion. Lord, for Jeaus’ sake, have mercy on 
me,” Aud God pardons him, and imme- 
diately one of the towers of Heaven strikes | 
a.silvery chitne, for there are four to vers to 
the heavenly temple Here is & wan

he is not an outcast, far from being an 


outcast, xcfe moves in respectable circles,

My subjoctimpresses you, I think, with the 
thought that it is possible for us to augment 
the happiness of heaven. People think that 
souls before the threne are as happy as they 
canbe, Ideny it. Look at that mother 
before the throne of God, When she died 
she left her son in this world a vagabond. 
That son repented of his iniquities and came 
to God, The report of that salvation has 
reached heaven, Do you tell me that mother 
before the throne of God has not her joy 
tichly augmented? There is many & nan 
in this house torday who could go out 
with a toroh and kindle a new bonfire of 
victory on the hills of heaven, If you 
would this day repent and come to God, 
the news of your salvation would reach 
them, and then, hark to the shout of 
the ransomed. Your little child went away 
from you into the good land, While she 
Was here you brought her all kinda of beau- 
tiful presents, Sometimes you came home 
at nightfall with your pookets full of gifts 
for her, and no sooner did you pat your 
night-key into the latch than she began at 
you saying, ‘Father what have you brouyht 
met” She is now before the throne of Gad. 
Can you bring her a gift to-day? You may. 
Voming to Christ and repenting of sin, the 
tidings will go up to the throne of God, and 
your child will hear of it. O, what a gift 
for her soul to-day! She will skip with 
new g'adness on the everlasting hills when 
she hears it, 

My subject also impresses me with the 
idea that heaven and earth are in close 
sympathy, People talk of heaven as 
\hough it were a great way off. They 
tay it is hundreds of thousands of miles 
before you reach the first star, and then 
you go hundreds of thousands of miles 
before you get to the second star, and then 
it is millions of miles before you reach 
heaven. They say heaven is the centre 
of the universe. That is not the idea 
of my text. I think the heart of heaven 
beats very close to our world. We meus- 
are distauces by the time taken to traverse 
these distances, It used to be a long dis- 
tance to San Francisco, Many weeks and 
months were passed before you could 
ceach that city. Now it is six or seven 
Jays. It used to be six weeks before you 
sould voyage from here to Liverpool. Now 
you can go that distance in six or seyen 
days. AndaoI measure the distance be- 
tween earth and heaven, and I find it is only 
a flash. It is one instant here, and another 
instant there. It is very near to-day. Do 
you not feel the breath of heaven on your 
lace? Christ says in one place it is not 
twenty-four hours’ distance, when he says 
to the penitent thief, ‘This day—tbis day 
—shalt thou be with Mein Paradise.” It 
is not a day, it isnot an hour, it is not a 
minute, it is not a second. O! how near 
heaven is toearth. By oceanic cable you 
send a message. As it is expensive to 
vend «A message, you compress a great 
deal of meaning in a few words. Some- 
times in two words you can put vast mean- 
ing. And it seems to me that angels of 
God who carry nows from earth to Heaven, 
need to take up this hour, in regard to 
your soul, only two words in order to kindle 
with gladuess all the redeemed before the 
throne, only two words: ‘‘Father saved,” 
“mother saved,” “son saved,” “daughter 
myed.” And “there is joy ion Heaven 
among the angels of God over one sinner 
that repenteth.” 

My subject also impresses me with the 
fact that the salvation ot the soul is of 
vast importance. If you should make 
§200,000 this year, do you suppose that 
aews would be carried to heaven! It 
would not be of enough importance or 
significance to be carried heavenward, If 
it the next quadrennial election you are 
made President of the United States, do 
you snppose that news should be carried 
to heaven? Do you suppose that the news 
of a revolution in France or Spain would be 
zarried to heaven? These things are not 
of enough importance, but there is one item 
shat is sure to be carried. It is the salva- 
tion of your soul, it is your repeutance be- 
lore God, 

Having found in my own experience that 
jhis religion is a comfort and a joy, I stand 
here to commend it to all men. In the days of 
ny infancy I was carried by Christian 
parents to the house of God and conse- 
crated in baptism to the Father, and the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost ; but that did not 
ave me, In after time I was taught te 
cnecl at the Christian family alter with 
luther and mother and brothers and sis- 
jers, the most of them now in glory ; but 
jhat did not save ine. But one day the voice 
of Christ came into my heart saying, “Re- 
wnt, repent; believe, believe,’ and I ac- 
septed the offer of merey, and though no 
Joubt there was more joy in heaven over 
ion of other souls because of 
heir far-reaching intluence, I verily be- 
tove when I gave my heart to God there
